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Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/12/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding claim 1 and 7 applicant argues that the elements were not arranged in the 
manner required by the claims. 

Since the applicant has not explained how the elements in the rejection are not arranged 
in the proper manner, it is hard to understand the requirement. Elements of these claims do not 
appear to need any manner of arrangement for rejection. 

Applicant also argues that elements of two embodiments of reference Aruga (5688331) as 
in Fig 8 and Fig 2 are combined to reject the claims. 

This is not correct since the elements directed to Fig 2 are common to all embodiments 
while elements related to the geometry, which read on the claim, are directed to Fig 8.
